In his appraisal of 1957, Secretary Weeks 
of the Department of Commerce says this 


year is likely to be the best in the history 
of the economy. 
During the first 
six 
months the value of all goods and services 
produced ran 6 per cent above the same 


period of 1956. 
* 
The gross national product is at the-rate 
of $431 billion a year, compared with $415 
billion for last year. In 1952 the figure was 
$345 billion.^Approximately 50 per cent of 
the increase is attributable to h i g h e r 
prices. 
This is not to say that everything is per­ 
fect. There are some soft spots in the econ­ 
omy, including automobiles and consumer 


durable goods. Small business is having a 
struggle where high taxes and costs must 
be met with inadequate volume. 
But the overall situation is strong and 
tends to hold up the weaker segments. The 
one worrisome spot .continues to be infla­ 
tion. As the Secretary says, the kind of dol­ 
lars one has in his pockets are more im ­ 
portant than the number. 
The boom is composed of rapid popula­ 
tion growth, rising income and the con­ 
stant introduction of new goods and serv­ 
ices to keep demand lively. The one fac­ 
tor needed is to lick the cheapening of the 
dollar. When that is accomplished, there 
will be no question about America’s eco­ 
nomic health.

Adenauer Nearly Indestructible 


if it meant loss of the Saar, highlighted his 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of West 
Germany, on the shady side of 81, will 
again face his electorate next month, seek­ 
ing another four years in power. 
His campaign has just begun. Yet ob­ 
servers at Bonn who think they know Ger­ 
man opinion are already predicting he will 
carry nine out of IO West German states, 
which would give him a greater personal 
triumph than in 1953. 
Since the Christian Democratic Party 
has no such hold as that on West German 
affections, the popular rallying b e h i n d 
is a modern phenomenon. West Germans 
must believe that “ the old m a n ” is no 
more destructible by time than by his po­ 
litical enemies. 
There is no more luminous living exam ­ 
ple of how an exalted reputation t a k e s 
shape out of persistent faith and political 
consistency. 
In 1953, his advocacy of European union, 
via the Defense Community treaties, and 
of a working partnership with France even 


campaign. 
In the light of what swiftly followed, Ade­ 
nauer seemed almost a discredited prophet. 
The EDC treaties were decisively defeat­ 
ed by France amid cries which made 
Franco-German conciliation on the Saar is­ 
sue seem more remote than ever. 
Then step by step this situation was re­ 
versed. By plebiscite, the Saar was re­ 
stored to Germany, with no bitter after­ 
taste among the French. More recently 
their National Assembly set a cornerstone 
for European union by voting the common 
market and atomic community treaties. 
What France did has strengthened im­ 
measurably Adenauer’s hold on his o w n 
people. His 1957 appeal to the German vot­ 
er has much the sam e ideal ring as in 1953. 
But this time there is a difference. He 
speaks as a m an well on the road to the 
grand object, needing only the gift of a few 
more years.

Font decision could 
be used to kill off the 
raiders 
who are becoming a pestilential 
element in the American

omy, endangering not only 
the 
ownership of companies but the 
morale of m anagement. If 
the 
American 
Bar 
Assn 
w h i c h 
prides itself on the purity of its 
ethics and worries about photog­ 
raphers 
and 
television 
equip­ 
ment in court, would make a 
study of the role p l a y e d 
by 
American lawyers in raiding es­ 
tablished 
companies, 
it 
could 
perform as serious a service as 
was done years ago when ambu­ 
lance chasers were discouraged. 
An economy in government op­ 
erations could be found if it ceas­ 
ed to be necessary to police all 
corporate fiscal activities in this 


country to safeguard the citizens 
from crooks—a task that seems 
too often to end In failure. 
Slowly a reporter gathers the 
details, the publication of which 
would now be libelous 
because 
not yet provable, unless a Con­ 
gressional Committee of the stat­ 
ure and integrity 
of 
the 
Pujo 
Committee set out 
to 
discover 
the nature of raiding and what it 
is costing the American people 
in term s of increased costs and 
decreased efficiencies.

It is becoming a serious item

needs looking into if disorder, in
